FRANCO - POLISH AGREEMENT 
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By the Aassociated Press 
DUBLIN, March 28.—The head- 
quarters of the Sinn Fein propa- 
ganda department was raided Satur- 
day night by police auxiliaries who 
effected what was officially described 
‘as the largest capture of seditious 
" ti POS Oo _.| titerature yet made in Ireland.
